Kennedy in second place on the 
Democratic ticket.

Thursday for the top GOP nomi­ 
nation put a spotlight on back 
stage maneuvering in the Re­ 
publican camp over the second 
office. 
Kennedy’s call to Daley to dis­ 
cuss the latter’s proposal that

Massachusetts 
senator for vice president repre­ 
sented the first break in Kenne­ 
dy’s silence about burgeoning 


proposals to put him on the tick­ 
et. 
Daley told reporters that Ken­ 
nedy had called him Wednesday 
night 
after 
the 
mayor 
had 
joined several governors, sena­ 
tors and others in urging his 
nomination for vice president. 
Saying that he hopes Kennedy 
will accept a draft, Daley added 
that the senator “said he was 
considering it.” Daley has de­ 
clined to take sides in the battle 
of Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey and Sen. Eugene J. 
Mcjcarthy, 
D-Minn., 
for 
the 
presidential nomination. 


But most of those who have 
been talking publicly about Ken­ 
nedy have made it clear they 
think that as No. 2 man he 
would attract big city and liber­ 
al support in November to a 
ticket headed by Humphrey.

Times in a story from Washing­ 
ton by Executive Editor James 
Reston said in its edition today 
that 
Kennedy has drafted a 
plain and unambiguous state­ 
ment taking himself out of con­ 
sideration for the vice presiden­ 
tial nomination. 
Humphrey, the Times said, is 


now 
convinced that 
Kennedy 
! will not be available and is con­ 
sidering McCarthy and Kenne­ 
dy’s 
brother-in-law 
Sargent 
Shriver as his running mate. 
The Times story also said that 
several intimates of the Kenne­ 
dy family worked on the with­ 
drawal statement and apparent­ 
ly the only remaining decision is 
when to make it public. 
Percy has said he is back­ 
ing the New York governor be­ 
cause of the latter’s Vietnam 
views and because he thinks he 
has a better chance to wm in 


November than Nixon. He add­ 
ed that he will support whomev­ 
er the COP convention nomi­ 
nates. 
Percy’s interest in the second

Cliffs Aids U.P. 


There was a time in the 1950s when U. P. iron ore 
mining appeared doomed. Then, after years of research, 
techniques were found for utilizing the low grade ores 
on the Marquette Range by concentrating and pelletiz­ 
ing them into high iron content units that were in strong 
demand at steel mills.

The Humboldt, Republic and 
Empire mines were the three properties on the Mar­ 
quette Range that underwent this rennaissance, pro­ 
viding new jobs and helping to stabilize the iron mining 
industry there.

The new mines posed some new problems, however, 
not the least of which were the need for great volumes 
of water for processing the ore and large tracts of land 
:>n which to deposit the waste rock resulting from iron 
ore mining and concentrating. 
During the past several years, Cleveland-Cliffs Iron 
Co., operator of all three of the open pit properties on 
the Marquette Range, has engaged in exchanges with 
the Michigan Conservation Department to acquire land 
that will be needed in the future for tailing (waste) 
basins for the Empire Mine. 
During the course of land exchanges the question 
of the ultimate disposition of these tailings basins nat- 
urally arose. Some day the basins no longer would be 
used for that purpose. What could be done to reclaim 
this wasteland? 


With the endorsement of the Michigan Conservation 
Department, Cleveland-Cliffs and its associated com­ 
panies on the Marquette Range agreed to grant $130,000 
to Michigan Technological University to undertake a 
thorough study of CCI’s iron ore tailings basins in Mar­ 
quette County. 
Under terms of the cooperative program with Tech, 
a study will be made of the system of mill waste dis­ 
posal and storage at the Republic Mine. Another phase 
of the program will be a preliminary study of the ap­ 
plication of soil mechanics principals to the storage and 
use of mine tailings. A third phase will be a study of 
the revegetation of tailings. Tile fourth and final phase

— General 
Motors Corp. reported Thurs­ 
day a profit of $960 million for 
the first six 
months of this 
year, compared with $912 milli­ 
on in the same 1967 span. 
“ It continues to be a reason­ 
able expectation that 1968 will 
be among the best sales years 
in the history of the automo­ 
tive industry,” said Jam es M. 
Roche, chairman, and Edward

The industry’s best year was 
1965 when GM’s earnings to­ 
taled $1.2 billion in the first 
half and $2.1 billion for the 
year.
